M aurice Rudger Bubb, 27, U. 
S. Navy, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Bubb, of the Palm Springs 
T railer Village, apparently can 
take it. 
F or the third tim e since the 
start of the w ar on Decem ber 7, 
1941, Fire C ontrolm an 2-c Bubb 
is recovering from w ounds re ­ 
ceived in action, according to 
messages from the navy d ep art­ 
m ent received by his parents and 
to letters received this week from 
the sailor, himself. 


ENLISTED IN 1941 


B ubb enlisted in the navy on 
January 10, 1941, long before the 
U nited States entered the war. 
He was on a battleship a t Pearl 
H arbor w hen the Japanese a t­ 
tacked that base on the m orning 
of Dec. 7, 1941. He was severely 
burned about the arm s on th at 
occasion and w as hospitalized. 
A fter a furlough during which 
he visited his parents here, he re ­ 
joined his ship and w ent to the 
South Pacific. 


SECOND AND THIRD 


O n May 11, 1942, he w as again 
wounded in the C oral Sea battle. 
Upon recovery he again saw 
action for m onths in th e busy 
South Pacific theater of w ar and 
the cruiser he w as on w as sunk 
in a fierce battle in July in w hich 
the Japanese lost m any ships. An 
aerial torpedo w hich dealt the 
death blow to his ship brought 
about his third w ounds in battle. 
This tim e he w as w ounded in th e 
left foot and a toe had to be am ­ 
putated. 


HEAR FROM ADMIRAL 


F irst word of the third injury 
in battle to Bubb cam e to his p ar­ 
ents in a telegram from R ear A d­ 
m iral Jacobs, U. S. N. L ater, they 
received letters w hich he had 
dictated to friends and which he 
signed.

“Any course which will speed 
the all-out war effort on the home 
front, certainly should be thor­ 
oughly investigated and carefully 
considered. This belief prompted 
me to present the resolution, 
adopted at the recent meeting of 
the State Board of Equalization, 
directing the State Liquor Ad­ 
ministrator to investigate and 
consult with legislative, military 
and war manpower officials and 
recommend to the Board provi­ 
sions for further restricting hours 
for the sale of alcoholic beverages 
in California, with particular ref­ 
erence to Sunday closing,” said 
Wm. G. Bonelli, fourth district 
member of the Board, in a state­ 
ment issued from his office to­ 
day.Bonelli pointed out that Cal- 
fornia, as a center of concentra­ 
tion for war industries and war 
training, has experienced prob­ 
lems resulting from absenteeism 
and deficiency of manpower, 
which may be improved by fur­ 
ther restrctions on the sale of al­ 
coholic beverages during the pres­ 
ent emergency. 
Asserting that Sunday is the 
day most generally set aside by 
the people for worship, rest and 
recreation, Bonelli stated numer­ 
ous sincere and patriotic groups, 
concerned only in winning the 
war as rapidly as possible, have 
urged Sunday closing to release 
valuable manpower for more im­ 
portant war work and to promote 
the general efficiency and avail­ 
ability of manpower, both civil­ 
ian and uniformed. 
“Our people,” Bonelli declared, 
“with their lives and industries 
devoted to the war effort, are 
anxious to hasten victory and will 
cheerfully accept any inconven­ 
iences or restrictions, designed to 
speed the dawn of peace.”

Ration Book No. 3 


Go Into Use 


On September 12 


About a month from now, Vil­ 
lage shoppers will be carrying 
three ration books when they go 
to market. Brown stamps in Book 
No. 3 will become effective for 
meat purchases then, when the 
present red stamps ¡n Book 2 are 
exhausted. 
The Office of Price Administra­ 
tion also reminded housewives 
that sugar stamp No. 13 expires at 
midnight Sunday. On Monday, 
August 16, stamp No. 14 becomes 
effective for five pounds. It will 
be good until October 31. 
TOKENS COMING 
Shoppers, along about January 
1, will have to make room in their 
purses for plastic or glass tokens, 
red and blue, which will be given 
them in change for stamps. The 
OPA is planning to make the 
change to eliminate the vast 
amount of ration bookkeeping 
shoppers now have to do in mak­ 
ing change for red coupons. At 
present, no change is made for 
blue coupons. 
The tokens will have no expir­ 
ation date. Red tokens will be 
used for meat purchases and for 
other purchases as now, blue 
tokens for processed foods. They 
will come in two sizes: 5 points 
about the size of a quarter and 1 
point, the size of a nickel. 
TO EASE SITUATION 
M arket owners have for some 
time protested to the OPA because 
of the vast amount of bookkeep­ 
ing piled on to them by the han­ 
dling of rationing stamps and the 
token system is considered the 
best of hundreds of plans studied 
to remedy the situation.

Daily Fat Salvage 


One tablespoon of waste house­ 
hold fats saved every day by each 
of Riverside County’s 32,976 fam­ 
ilies during the second year of 
the WPB fat salvage campaign 
would provide enough glycerin to 
make 1,582,848 anti-aircraft shells 
it was estimated today by the 
largest single collector of this 
vitally needed war material . 


"Although only a fraction of 
this amount has been saved daily 
by the average family," said T. A. 
Connors, head of the Great At­ 
lantic & Pacific Tea Company’s 
national meat market, "the steady 
increase in contributions is very 
encouraging. 
During May 
and 
June housewives turned in at our 
company stores as much waste 
fat as they did during the drive’s 
four opening months, and our to­ 
tal collections for the year were 
more than 4,000,000 pounds.” 
Indications are that nationwide 
results of the campaign's initial 
year, ending the first week in 
July, totalled more than 65.000,000 
pounds of household fats, based 
on OWI reports for the first elev­ 
en months. This is one-third of 
the annual quota for the nation 
of 200,000,000 pounds.

pounds of fats each month.

That, appai - 
ently, is the only language the Nazi overlords un­ 
derstand. Tragic as it is, let’s give it to them—and 
get the beastly business over with.

Todt, County Home Demonstra­ 
tion Agent of the Agricultural 
Extension Service, U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, and Uni­ 
versity of California:

“Oven-canning is not now recom­ 
mended because of both the 
danger of accidents and food 
spoilage. 
☆ 
“The danger of explosion is in­ 
creased by the use of jars with 
glass tops, but accidents may 
also occur with other type lids. 


☆ 
“Oven-canning does not guaran­ 
tee adequate cooking tempera­ 
tures to assure sterilization of 
the product.

STARTS AT 14 


H arvey Johnson w as born 64 
years ago in Jackson, M innesota, 
and started his new spaper career 
as a m ere boy of 14 w hen he w ent 
to w ork on the new spaper in 
Jackson. 
Five years later a t the 
age of 19 he w ent to w ork on the 
new spaper at Battle Lake, M ichi­ 
gan, and three years later he be­ 
came a very youthful publisher 
when he purchased the Battle 
Lake Review and published it 
until he left for California. 
W hile he was publishing the 
paper a t B attle Lake, he was 
elected justice of the peace. 
He 
also served tw o term s as clerk 
in the M innesota State senate. 
In 1908 he arrived in Banning 
w ith his young wife and their 
two sm all sons in search of health 
1 for the wife who passed aw ay in 
1910. 
L ater, in 
19J2, 
he was 
m arried to Miss Elizabeth Means 
of Los Angeles, who survives 
him. 


STARTS BANNING PAPER 


In 1908 Mr. Johnson launched 
his first new spaper v en tu re in 
California bravely starting the 
Banning Record in the little com­ 
m unity of Banning. F or 31 years 
he gave much of his tim e to re­ 
cording the joys and sorrow s of 
the people of the city in which 
he had decided to m ake his home. 
In 1925 he sold a h alf interest 
in The Record to C arl Barkow 
and the two m en in 1927 founded 
The D esert Sun of Palm Springs. 


PROMINENT IN COUNTY 


He w as prom inent in Riverside 
county and for six years, from 
March 1925 to December 31, 1930, 
was supervisor from the fourth 
district, having been appointed 
by his personal friend, form er 
G overnor Friend Richardson, to 
the position to fill out an unex­ 
pired term . W hen that term ex­ 
pired, he was 
elected but de­ 
clined to run the second tim e be­ 
cause he w anted to devote more 
time to his own business. 
On Feb. 1, 1939, he disposed of 
his interest in The Sun so he 
could m ove nearer to his fam ly 
all of whom had moved to Long 
Beach. 
Shortly afterw ard he purchased 
the M onterey Park Progress at 
M onterey Park and published it 
for a time. 
A fter selling this 
new spaper he was in charge of 
public relations for one of the 
shipyards at W ilmington issuing 
a new spaper for the w orkers. 


IN POOR HEALTH 


For the past year he has been 
declining in health and some tim e 
ago he becam e too ill to continue 
with his w ork and w ent to the 
rest home for treatm ent. 
Mr. Johnson leaves three sons. 
Clarence of Los Angeles, R oger of 
Seattle and Robert, seam an first 
class, U nited States N avy; two 
daughters, Mrs. Eugene D rysdale 
of Long Beach 
and 
Mrs. Del 
Laneville of Seal Beach; and one 
brother, W alter, 
editor of the 
Tehachapi News.

FEW CAN GET THEM

Every m otorist except physi­ 
cians and surgeons rendering ser­ 
vices of an em ergency nature out­ 
side their offices, those engaged 
in driving fire fighting, police ser­ 
vice and public u tility emergency 
vehicles m ust have his tires re­ 
capped regardless of total m ile­ 
age, num ber of passengers car- 
red or terrain on w hich th e ve­ 
hicle operates. 
A-book holders, especially, w ere 
urged by the A utom obile C lub to 
give regular personal attention tc 
their tires and not to depend up-* 
on the infrequent official inspec­ 
tions.
